ertas the unruly and meaner ſo2t of people, Having under the late nſurped 
£=1 powers, been encouraged and bozne up in their undutifulneſs and con⸗ 
tempt of their Supertours, elpectally of the Mobility and Gentry of the 
Kingdome, ( upon whoſe oppzeſſion the Uſurpers advanced themſelves, 
and ſought to be eſtabliſhed upon their rune, ) are not yet ſo generally re- 
1 Duced to good oꝛder and obedience, but that many, elpectally Hackny-coach- 
men, Carmen, D2aymen, Colliers and others of like condition andemplot- 
ment, are daily complained of foꝛ their rudeneſs,affronts and inſolent beha- 
viour towards Noblemen, Ladies, Gentlemen and Perſons of quality, 
paſſing in their Coaches, oz walking thꝛough the Streets of the City, 
"2 not only to the danger of the Peace (by affrayes and bloodſhed which of- 
ten happen) but to the great diſhonour of the Government, and no finall Hindzance and hazard to 
the Trade, Whilſt perſons ol Eſtate and Quality being diſcontented by ſuch affronts and injuries, | 
and die ouraged from coming into e e City; are koꝛced though at dearer rates) to furniſh them⸗ TR 
ſelves in the lubürbs, and to invite the Trade thither koz their better accomodation; which evilss 
would be coꝛrected and in great meaſure pꝛevented were the Conſtables ready as they ought on all 
occaſions to execute their office upon ſuch Offendozs; And whereas the Law in favour to Conſta- - 
bles, in caſe of Sickneſs oꝛ neceſſary abſence from their ſhops oz houſes, doth allow them to depute 
and leave their Servants, oꝛ other perſons of ability and diſcretion in their roomes, to take away 
all excuſes and pꝛetences whatſoever foꝛ neglect of their duty, And doth require every Conſtable to be 
alwates ready at his dwelling in his own perſon, o2 by ſuch deputy, to ſuppꝛeſs difo2ders, and keep 
the Peace, and fo2 other matters pertaining to his place and office under ſeveral fozfeitures and pu⸗ 
niſhinents which by Laws and Oꝛders of the City (where greater and moꝛe continual occaſions and 
dangers do happen,) are made moze ſtrict and heavy, and a further penalty inflicted upon him that 
ſhall be found Without a Staffe openly and viſibly fixed at his dooz foz better direction and notice of 
his dwelling: Thele are to charge and command you in His Majeſties name, that from hencekoꝛth 
you be attendant, vigilant and active, as the Law requires, in your own perſon oꝛ by your deputy (in 
pour neceſſary ablence ) as to other purpoſes of your Office, fo particularly to ſuppzets theſe diſoꝛders 
of Hackney-coachmen, Carmen, Dzaymen, Colliers and others, and (when ever you ſhall be re- 
quired, 92 receive infomation, oꝛ ſhall your ſelf ſeecauſe) to appꝛehend ſuch as in geſture, wozds oꝛ 
actions, ſhall offer any violence, rudeneſs oz other mildemeanour, towards any Nobleman, Lady, 
Gentleman oꝛ Perſon ot Quality within this City oz Liberties, and them to bꝛing (if taken at a con⸗ 
ventent time, 02 otherwile to lecure in one of the Compters till they can be bzought) befoze me oꝛ ſome 
other of His Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace to be dealt withall accozding to Law; Letting von 
know that in whoſeloever Pꝛecint the authoz of any ſuch diſozder ſhall eſcape, oꝛ whatſoever Conſtable 
ſhall be found delinquent in any other.particularsof his duty, eſpectally in thoſe befoze-mentioned, 


thallhimſelf beſeverely pꝛoſecuted and puniſhed accozding to Law, And hereof fail not at your ut⸗ 
molt perils, | Dated the 3 day of March, 1662. .
